43. (new) The antibody of claim 20, wherein the polypeptide comprises an amino 
acid sequence with N terminus at any residue about from S216 to A227 and its C terminus at any 
residue about from K272 to R286 of a polypeptide having SEQ ID NO: 11. 
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44. (new) The antibody of claim 20, wherein the polypeptide comprises an amino 
acid sequence of amino acid 226 to 265 of SEQ ID NO: 1 1 . 
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
